D. L. QUIRK GOES TODAY

Ypsilanti People Urged to Add 
Another Soldier or Two to 
Their Xmas List 


D. L. Quirk, jr., director of the 
Bureau of Military Relief for the 
American Red Cross for the state of 
Michigan, went today to Camp Cus- 
ter, where he will oversee the Christ- 
mas festivities which the Red Cross 
is providing for the men. 


Through the financial aid of a num- 
ber of Detroit men, Mr. Quirk is hav- 
ing erected an enormous Christmas 
tree, which is to be wired and decor- 
ated and surmounted by a large red 
cross. Mr. Quirk and the field di- 
rector, R. C. Wessels, who is on the 
ground at all times and very glad to 
be of service to the soldiers, will look 
after the distribution of the Christ- 
mas packets from the Red Cross. 


It is hoped that there will be 
enough packets so that every man 
will have one. When the first data 
was secured relative to the number 
of men at Camp Custer who could go 
home, it was supposed that fifty per 
cent would go, which would leave 
about ten or twelve thousand at the 
camp; but a later order states that 
only five percent can go home, which 
makes the number of men at the 
camp for Christmas 22,000 and makes 
the Red Cross ten thousand packets 
short. 

A number of Ypsilanti people have 
stated their willingness to equip one 
or two soldiers more with packets.

While General Beulow’s German 
armies by successive and carefully 
prepared attacks, seek to encircle 
Monte Grappa by capturing contig- 
uous ground and neighboring peaks, 
General Conrads’ Austrians are de- 
livering either simultaneous or alter- 
nating attacks against the Asiago 
salient, on the opposite side of the 
Brenta. 

During a four day continuous as- 
sault by the enemy last week the 
Italian Fourth army put up a resis- 
tance so formidable as to win the un- 
stinted admiration of both the French 
and British armies.

SHARPE IS MADE THE 
TARGET IN HEARING 


Says Clothing Is Forwarded as

Washington, Dec. 20—Senate mil- 
itary probers today raked the quar- 
termaster general branch of the 
army to fix part of the responsibility 
for disease which has swept a num- 
ber of war camps. 

Quartermaster General Sharpe was 
the target, Sharpe pleaded that the 
clothing had been forwarded as fast 
as it was possible to obtain it. Be- 
fore the hearing, the war department 
had sought to show that clothing con 
ditions had vastly improved through- 
out all the camps. 

This was reflected in the latest 
weekly health report which ‘while 
showing a larger general sickness 
rate than the previous week noted 
improvement with respect to meas- 
les,* meningitis and pneumonia. 
Veneral diseases this week and every 


week, claim an appalling number of 


victims.

Sharpe, it was expected, would 


point out that all mills were over- 


worked to turn out the huge orders
